Captain Edward Tbompfon, of his Majefty’e 
/hip flyzena, arrived earJy this morning from 
Gibraltar, with difpatcbes from Admiral Sir 
George Bridge* Rodney, of which the follow- 
ing are copies and extrails : 

Sandwich, Gibralt«r*Bay, Jen# 27, 1780. 
Duplicate, the original of which 11 not yet 
arrived* 

SIR, 

5 T ie wi*h thchipheft fatiafadion I congratu- 
late their LordSitps ana figna) vi< 9 ory ob- 
tained by his Majefty’i fhips under my commend 
ever the Spaaifh fquadron, commanded by Don 
Juan Langari, wherein the Spanifh Admiral end 
the grcatttt part of hit fquadron wire either tak- 
en or deployed. 

Having received repeated intelligence of aSna- 
xiifh fqiudron,faid to confift of 14 fail of the l<ne, 
cruizing gfFCape Sr. Vincent, I gave notice to all 
ibcC, plaint, upon my approaching tbefaldCape, 
to prepare for battle, and having parted it on the 
161b in the morning, with the whole convoy, at 
one P. M. the Cape then bearing North four 
leaguci, the Bedford made ihefignal for feeing a 
Aset in the S. E, quarter ; liramediately made* 
flgrul for the line of battle abresft, and bore 
down upon them; but before that ctsuld be well 
effie&ed, I perceived the enemy were endeavour- 
ing (0 form a line of battle ahead upon the fiar- 
laaard tack ; and as the day was far advanced, 
and unwilling ti# delay the adtion, at two P. M, 
I hauled down the fi/jnal for the line of battle a- 
breaft, and gave the fig n at for a gexeral chacc, 
to engage as the fiiips came up by rotation and 
Ao take the Ice-gage, is order to prevent the ent- 
sny'a retreat into (heir own ports. 

At four P. M, perceiving the hcadmoft fhipa 
very near the enemy, I made the general fignal 
to engage and clofe ; in a fewminutc 9 the four 
beadmofl fhips began the action, which was re- 
turned with great brifknefs by the enemy. At 
fortyminutes part four, one of the entmy’a line 
of battle fhips blew up, with a dreadful explofi- 
on ; every perfon perifheu. At fix P» M. one 
©f the Spati.fi) fhips ftruck. The aflion and 
purfuit continued with a conftanc fire till two 
o'clock in the morning, at which time the Mo- 
narca, the headmortofah the enemy’s fhips, hav- 
ing flruck to the Sandwich, alter receiving one 
fcrosdfide, and al| firing having ccafed, i made 
the fignal and brought too. 

Tba weather during the night wai at tienco 
very tempeftuous, with a great fci, which ten- 
dered it difficult to take pofieffion of, and fhift 
the prifoners of tbofc fiiips that had (arrenderad 
to bis Majafty'a arms. It continued very bad 
weather rb* next day, when the Royal George, 
Prince George, Sandwich, and Taveral other fhips, 
were in great danger, and under the neccfBty of 
making fail to avoid the fhoals of St, Lucar, nor 
did they get into deep water till the next morn- 
ing, when, having joined the convoy, and made 
Cape Spartal, 1 difyatohed two frigate* to Tan- 
gier, to acquaint his Majefty’s Canful with our 

fuocefs, that Gr«*t-Brit»m wai ralftiefs q v $ 


the Straits, tnd defiling him to haflen a fwpply of 
frtfh provifiocis for the garrifon. At fun-let we 
entared the Gut. 

The gallant bthaviourof the Admirals, Cap- 
tains, officers and men, 1 had the honour to com- 
mand, was remarkably confpicuous : They ftem- 
ed sdluatsd with the fstne fpirit, and were »n- 
xioufiy eager to exert thcrnfelvcs with tbeutmort 
zeal to ferve his Majefty, and humble the pride 
of his enemies. > 

1 may venture to afinraj, though the enemy 
made a gallant defence, that had (he weather 
proved but even moderate, or had tbea£hon hap- 
pened lit the day, not one of their fquadron bad 
efcaped.

** Th* 19th of this month wa> the moft ex- 
traordinary dark day, perhaps, ever (ten in the 
world. At nine in the morning it wss (carets 
lighter than at break of day, an lo continued till 
about 12 o’clock, the air being very fulfof fmoke 
accompanied with a ftrong lmell,as of yrood.ftraw 
and other comnuftibles, when burning. At half 
an hour after one it wasfo dark, that we were 
obliged to light candles to dine by : At this time 
itrained little, with which fell a quantity ei black 
particles, likcafhei, as turned every thing it fell 
upon black, even the river which is twice as wide 
asChriftian,w*i covered with black froth, which 
when fcummtd ofF the furface/efembled thelather 
of foap,with this difference, that it w<5 (and as 
black as ink) more greafy. At (even in the even- 
ing the air was more clear, and difagreszbit imell 
was now almoft gone. We have been finie in- 
formid, by people who were 20 mbes from bene® 
that day, that the darknefi, sain and fmell was 
the fame with them."

A little after two, P. M. it became 
foincwhat lighter ; but Ihe darkneis foon return- 
ed. About three o’clock 11 began to no off, and 
at four, P. M. the heavens refutned their ufual 
light as in a cloudy da>, although the clouiujefs 
continued all the reft of the afternoon. A tor- 
nado or tempeft, or f-mething wry unufual, was 
tspitted by all 5 Hut though there was a ftnall 
breeze from S. W. during the whole darknaf*, 
end efpeeially abimton* o’clock, yet nothing 
uropeftuoua or extraordinary happened ; the 
whole psfiing ov« r with only a few drops of 
rain. Such appeirancis have been obferved in 
other parts of the world, as on th* coaft of Afri- 
ca sni in Europe, and psrticulaily in London, 
A Di 1679 : But fuert a phenomenon has* 
perhaps never happened here fine* th* Englifh 
firtlementof this country. And re is not recol- 
from hiftory, that a darknefs of equal in- 
tanfencfi and duration has ever happened in any 
parts of the world, except the miraculous ectlpfc 
at the crucifixion of our blefted Saviour*— How- 
ever, the darknefs is undoubtedly a phrenomcnon, 
which may be accounted for br tbt laws of na- 
ture, without having rtcauife to any thing mira* 
cuious or ominous. It ceurd not however be 
aferibed to a folar ectipfe, becauf* the moon was 
then nearly in opofiUon, and a lunar eclipfs felt 
the preceding day. It may be confidered as an 
extenfive fhest of very den fe clouds, ftatiouary 
aud fufpendsd in the atmofphers over this and

The following ac- 
count of the taking of Charlcftown (for the 
truth of which there is not a fingle name, either 
of officer or private, to vouch) rafts upon the 
authority of this notable intelligencer. There 
are too many improbabilities in the account ft- 
(elf to be particularly mentioned, but which the 
difeerning reader will cafily difeover. Bcfides 
which, there are fevaral jjlettcra in this town, 
from the be ft authority, alluring us, that offi* 
cial accounts had been received at Congrefi and 
at headquarters, that Charleftown was fafe on 
the roth of May, two days after Rivington tells 
ua Fort-Moultrie furrendered to an handful of 
men ; thefe accounts add, that outbrave Gene- 
ral and bis forces were in health and the heft; 
fpirlts, and determined to defend the place to 
the lift extremity. But we think it proper that 
our reader! (hould judge for themfolm, and 
hear Rivington tell his own Rory, brought as 
he fays, by -the Iris to Ncw-York, though there 
is good ground to believe that the Iris did not 
come from Charleftown, from other circumftan- 
cci bcfidea hernotbringlng a (ingle official paper.

The garrifon of Sul- 
livan's ifland being fummofted by Capt. Charles 
Hudfon (commander of bis Majefty*! (hip Rich- 
mond, with a body of fcamcn and marines, on 
the 8th of May) to fitrrender Fort Moultrie ; 
The Commandant anfwered, it (tiould bfi defend- 
ed to the faft extremity, but the o&ccr carrying 
the refufal had proceeded a little way on his re- 
turn when he was called back and told, that the 
florin which was threatened by Capt. Hudfon, 
muft prove a very feriout affair, end tberifore bis 
garrifon had confented to fubmiffion ; and we 
are informed a great quantity of filver plate was 
found In the fort on taking poflTeffion of it— The 
inhabitants of Carolina in general buried their 
plate InCharleftawn, thinking it a fafer depofituni, 
than tifqulng it under ground on their plantati- 
ons, where, from the curious and nefarious dif-

Charleftawn, his Excellency the General had 
commuted his difpatcbes for government to the 
care of Major Crufbic and Admiral Arbutbnot,

windows. At eleven o’clock candles were light- 
ed at Gioton and at half pah eleven thedarknifs 
vn$ fo great in ihi.m«itlng*houfc, were a court 
wai it cn fitting, that it was difficult to oiftin- 
gu’fh countenances at the fnulUit diftancr, not- 
vithilancing the great number of windows ufua! 
m fuch buildings. At twelve the daikucfs wie 
g-caiett ami little rain fell. In the iireeU.athc 
ippearapta was like the beginning of evening, 
as c-ndlcs we/e fern burning in all the houfc*. 
The clouds were thinneft at the north, which 
excited the idva of Aurora UcreaJis, At the N.E.

abls deficiency of light— If any one chufcs 

to make an experiment for himfelf to illuftrate the 
nutter, let him take a few panes of glafs, and 
pl*c* them at a frnall dilUnc* from each other 
in fuch a manner, that the f«n may flilne dlisft- 
|y through them all } in this cafe he will find 
that th* rays of light are much more obftrufted 
than they will be in patting though 1 finglc glafs, 
equal in thicknefs to all the other*.— The re*- 
fon is obvious.— The refleftion of light is from 
the fu'facei of tranfparent bodict, and not from 
their intstiour parts.

« afhes of burnt leaves. — The water gave the 
<i f ovs ftrong fcneli, which we had obferved in 
“ the air, and confirmed my opinion, that the 
« fmell mentioned above, .was occafioned by 
«« th* fmoke or very fmall particle* of burnt 
“ leaves, which had obfeured the hcmifoherc* for 
<t fevsral days paft, and win now brought down 
“ h tht rain”— l believe it is the fit ft time 
that it ever cam* within the eompafs of a human 
imagination to fuppofe, that the harin', is of the 
fky in warm wsather was occafioncd by alhes be- 
ing lodged in it, which needed the atTifiance of

E u#gc. Mr. Crslg, the Collector of the county 
employe^ the deceifed, and a Ton of Col. Tay- 
lor to call upon the Smiths, and infift orf pay- 
ment, which they did, and finding no perfon at 
home but the wife of William Smith, who treat- 
ed them a* ufua!, they told her they mn{J com- 
pel payment, and v.-ould take a horf* for thj»^ 
purpofe, but that they would wait at th* next 
tavern till the evening, tint the father or font 
might have an opportunity to pay the money, 
which was only 62 pounds ten fht linis.They ac- 
cordingly went to th« ftsb ! « for the horfe, when 
they cam* back to the boufe they found fhe was 
goneto call her hufband.TheColhftors then went 
along th# road and met William Smith, the fa- 
ther coming acrofs the field, to wbcm they 
(poke and told him, if he would pay the tsx for 
his font, to whom the horfe belonged, he fhould 
have him which herefufed, and iofifted to have 
the halter, and attempted to take it eft, which the 
Colleftors prevented, and proceeded to the ta- 
vern ; but ftoppit • on their way at another 
houfc. In about an hour afterwards, they percei- 
ved the two Smith*, tb* Tons, comity with 
guns towards thejioufe. Mr. lay lor then went 
to the door, and they refred their gdns on the 
fence, and on* of them fbid to thco her. Damn 
you, blow the brains out the fifft Collector 
you fee ! ” Upon which the coileftors thought 
it beftta get out at the back door, which they 
did,- and the Smiths followed, but in a few mi- 
nutes one of them prelented his piece, fired, upon 
which Boyd fell, and expired In a few moments. 
The murderers fled immediately to their father’s 
houfc, where providing thetnLlvcs with horfea 
they cfcapcd for the p/elcm \ but it is hoped 
the hand of juftics will overtake them, and that 
every friend to his injured and iofulted country 
wiil exert himfelf on this occafion, where a 
brave valuable young; roan in the bloom of life, 
and the difeharge of a ncceflkry and important 
duty has fallen by the hinds of villainous torivs. 
It appears that M.r.Craig, th* Colleftor hul fre- 
quently called for the taxes, and wxb threaded 
by both Smith and his wife in cafe ony perfon 
attempted to take their property j and it is ailo 
very lemsrksble that Mr. Taylor was fait on 
this Jcrvice, a» being a perfon difpofed to do the 
duty hi the eafitft manner. If fuch event* do 
.tot' open ttar eyes of the Tories and the degene-

The mariners, mechanics and inha- 
bitants, of whatever denomination, fh*H have 
liberty to retire to the places of their rsftdence, 
under the fame conditions as were granted to 
the inhabitants of the Natchez. 

art, in. The feamen will be confidered as 
the troops ; and ihe inhabitants who arc in the 
fart, and have taken arms in its defence, muft 
become prifoners or war. And in cafe Penfaco- 
ia fhould be attacked, the inhabitants here muft 
fubmit to the fame fate : That is to fay, if they 
tike arms, and become prifoners of war, thole 
that are here fhall continue fuch ; if not, they 
fhall from that moment enjoy their liberty* But 
if Penfacola fhould not be attacked, this liberty 
fhall be granted them in eight months ; but yet 
under oath not to bear arms during the war,and 
the prevention! and cuftoms uluil on fuch occa- 
fions. 

But the inhabitants who have not bore arme 
fhall enjoy the fame advantages as wet* granted 
by the capitulation to thofe of Baton Rouge

The Tick and wounded, who may 
not be in a condition to be tranfported, fhall be 
attended by our PhylLciana mi Sa geon* ; and 
fhall be furnifhed gratis with lodgings, provifions

art. iv. The fick and wounded fhall hive 
the fame cars taken of them aa the troope of hie 
Catholic Majtfty ; and fhall be attended by their 
own Surgeons; bis Britannic Msjefty paying 
the expence, agreeably to tht Comtniflary’i ac- 
counts ; and when cured they fhall remain pri- 
foners of war as the others, and be fent to join 
their refpi^ive corps.

The French Squadron, of 12 Ships of the Line, 
now fuppofad to be on thiir Paflagc from France, 
convoying upwards of 10,0-0 Troops to this 
country, is, it is faid, commanded by the renowned 
Count DuchafFault, who is to attempt every prac- 
ticable Enterprise agaiaft tbeBritifhSettlements in 
North America.

Fleet it is faid will confift of about 40 capital 
Snips, ana ftrong Squadrons were, by the laftAc- 
counts, fitting out in England, for the Weft-In- 
dies, and New York, the Britifh Miniftry dread- 
ing theArmaments under the Counts de Guichea 
and Ducbaffault. 

Lieutenant Cotoael TVrnant pitted through this 
town yefterday, with difpatche* for Congrefa, which 
contain the furrender of Charleftown. It took place 
on the tath of May laft. The fiegc was conduced 
by the enemy with great vigour, aad their third pa- 
rallel line carried within a few yards of our works. 
Tha garrifon werefevera) days without provifions be- 
fore the capitulation was compleated. Too much 
cannot be faid in praife ef the defence. The place 
was held till longer refiftance would have been mere 
madnels, nor could further refiftance have anCwmcd 
any good purpofe. The enemy had open battcriti 
for 34 days, during which time the garrifon fuftain- 
ed a continual cannonade, bombardment, and fire of 
mofquetry, which was relumed on their part with 
great fpirit. We loft In killed and wounded about 
300, and capitulated with about 1800 regular troops. 
The terms of capitulation arc very honourable, fuch 
as the troops of the greateft nation need not be afham- 
ed of. The property of the citizens is fecured tThe 
militia return home on parole. The regular troop* 
had every military hounur flipulated : The officers 
allowed their liories, baggage, and fidc-armi : Hut 
the whole particular! of this event, which, though 
unfuccefsfuf, reflsdla great reputation on our army. ^

** On Tuefday night the 6th Inft, the enemy 
landed at Elizabeth-Town Point, and early on 
Wednefday morning advanced, in force, as far as 
Csnnc&uzut Farms, within abeut two miles ef 
Springfield, The Jerfcy brigade, which lay at 
Elizabeth, fleirmifhed with them all tha way up 3 
and fuch of the militia as could collad, joined fa 
eppofing their pregrsfs, and fought in a manner 
that tloaa them great honour, and if poffibt*, ex- 
alts the reputation of the Jtrfty militia , There 
progrch was flopped at a final! bridge by a fingle 
cannon, aided probably by their own apprehsnfi- 
onr. The fkirmifhing was very fmmt and bold 
on our part,fo as to do them confiderable damage; 
but as they continued to advance, but few of 
their killed and wounded fell into our handy,— 
They wounded four officers of the Jcrfevbrigad« 
and killed oue, a Mr. Ogden ; I. am uncertain of 
the number of men killed and wounded ; only 
fatten wounded, and two of thtm Britifh have 
come to this place, which is the ncareft hefpital. 

41 General Knyphaufen commanded in psrfon 7 
and it is faid they brought with them Avert days 
piovifion, a great number of waggons, &c. as if 
they intended to make a (land at feme diflance 
in th* country, perhaps on the firft mountain ; 
a ftreng detachment of our army marching down 
as far aiSpringfitld to meet them, arrived in the 
evening within two or three miles of the enemy, 
and halted till next norning, when a battle was 
expc&ed ; the enemy, in the mean time, not 
by inoen-light , but under cover of a dark cloud, 
attended with fome rain, retreated to Eli- 
zabeth-Town Point* where they have remained 
quiet ever fine*. General Waftiingten remains 
with the main body oi our army at Short-Hills 3 
General Msxwell with fome militia lie aa an ad- 
vanced party at or near Elizabeth.

Since the enemy have been at Elizabeth-Tcvwt 
Point, a party of fixteen of our militia having beers 
out upon a fcout, fill in with feventeen of tho ene- 
my, whom they brought off, with their arms, with- 
out fiing a gun. 

It ia reported that part of the Dritifh troops it ar« 
sived at Staten.Ifland from Sotrh>Caro!ina» 

Wc are informed that the enemy flill continue at 
EHeabetb-Town Point inactive, except fcouting par- 
ties that ore daily fkirmidting with cur militia ; he 
fcvcral or which the miftitia have fought with great 
fpirit, and been fuccefslal. Our lofi is computed to 
be about 3.0 kilted and wounded, Capt. Reves being 
among the former. The enemy*! lofs is faid to be 
lyo hilled, and as many more wounded. 

The 4 h inftant, thirty-five Americans, including 
five officers, made their efcape from the prilon (hip 
at New-York. and got falely off.

By the latsft intelligence from Schenefiady, 
wc are informed that Sir John Johnfon (wbo 
ftilt* himfelf Lieutenant Colonel, commanding 
the King’a Royal Yorkers, in the paifea given to 
fame of the Prifonrrs) on Lord’* Day Evening, 
the aift ult. made hia firftAppearanc* atjohnlon- 
Hill.undUcovered by any but hit friend* j who, no 
doubt were in the fecret On Monday, a- 
bout Day-break, they began to burn all the 
haute* except thole of the Tories ; beginning at 
Aaron Puinatn’e, below Tripe's-HiP, and con- 
tinued burning to Anthony’# Nofe, or Acker's 
boufe, except a few, which, by the vigilance of 
She people, were put out after the tn*my hid fet 
them on fire. There arc burnt about 33 houfea 
end out-boufcj,and a null ; many cattle were kill- 
ed in the ficld,and 60 or 70 iheep burnt in a barn* 
Eleven perfonn were killed. Col. Filhcr and hie 
two brother! fought with great bravery, when 
fihetwo brother# were killed and foalped j theCol. 
'went up ftii'B and there defended himfelf, but 
being overpowered, w»» knocked down andfcalp- 
ad j on which they plundered the boufe, fet it 
®n fiie and then went ofF. The Colonel reviv- 
ing a little, though he wa* left by the enemy for 
dead, he pulled one of hie dead brother* out af the 
boufe, then in fiamci ; tbc other waa confumed in 
the houfe. It in faid theDoftors have hope* that 
Col. Fiiher will recover: Hi* mother had a nar- 
row cfcapc for her life, being knocked in the bead 
by an Indian i but file ia like to do well. Capt. 
Harfen waa killed by an Indian, who had formerly 
been ufed by him with kindntfs, and piofefied 
much gratitude. Old Mr. Fonda war cut in 
feveral parts of bil head with a tomahawk, Had 
it not been for the alertnefa of Mr, Van Vrank, 
probably tnoe would have been butchered by 
their fivagc hands \ he alarmed the people along 
the way to Ciugbnawaga, who by crofling the 
fiver faved their lives. Having done all the mif- 
ehiaf to the difirefled inhabitants they poffibiy 
could, they returned to Johnfon-haH in the after- 
noon } when johnfon dug up hie plate, and *- 
bout fundawn marched for the Scotch fiufli a- 
bout four miles, that evening. He has got 25 
or 20 of his negroes who had been fold : Several 
of bis tenants and feme others are gone with 
him-: He bae permitted fomc of bis prisoners to 
return on parole : Hfs whole force, when he 
landed at Crown-Point, is faid to be about 500 
men, 200 of thern Britifh, part of his own regi- 
ment, and Indians. Capt. Putnam and four man 
followed them in their retreat four days, on their 
way to Lake Champlain : He faw him 24 milci 
from Johnfon*hall j— fomc think they will take 
their route to Ofwagatchie | but this fesmi im- 
probable, aa they have not proviilon fuffidsnt 
with them, His Excellency the Governor has 
collcdcd a body of militia to intercept their way 
te LakeCliamplain. j— a number have alfo march- 
ed from New-Hampfhifc Grants, for the fame 
purpofe | Col.Van Schaick, with 800 men ate tn 
purfuit of him by the way of Johnftown. We 
hear the enemy had their feet much fwetied by 
their long march ; and being greatly fatigued, it 
ia hoped our people may come up with them and 
give a good account of the Lieutenant Colonel 
and his murdering banditti. 

in the night between the 6th and 7th inft. tha 
enemy crofted from Staten-ifland to Elizibeth- 
Town point, from whence they proceeded vi 
ibe town, where they amufed tkemfetva a- 
vrhile with difptrfiog Jemmy RivingterPs new 
hand bill, about the furrender of Charlaftown, 
which they fovred plentifully rn the ftreets i 
having fuccefifully and without oppofition per- 
formed thia important fervice^hey, on the 7th, 
advanced 4 miles, to Conneflicut Farms, where 
they, me/I henUaVt burned the prefbyterian 
church and about 13 other honfsi, and murdered 
the lady of the Rev. Mr. Caldwell : Not fatitfied 
with laurels they might reap from fuch glorious 
axploiti, they hoped to add to them, could they 
perform fimllar feats at Springfield, toward* 
which they bent their courfe $ but the gallant 
Maxwell, with an handful of continental troops, 
and a few militia, bafiify collected, met thtm at 
the bridge near the town, and rspuifed them. In- 
telligence of tbeir cstcurfion having reached Mor- 
riftown, that part of our army which was pofted 
there, was ordered to Springfield, end the militia 
of Ne w-Jctfey colltfttd with the alactity and fpl- 


rtC for which they are juftly famoui, to chaftifs 
the invaders of their country, Their patriotic ef- 
forts were not in vain, for the cherny fuffered 
much from their well directed fire. A heavy rain 
in the night gave the nefarious “ Raccoons” an 
opportunity of feeuring themfclvei, which they 
did by retreating to Elizabeth t«wrt point, and 
taking pofieftion of eur old entrenchments, whtfc 
they remained on Saturday lafi, when our Itteft 
information came from that quarter. It is faid 
the enemy’s number at firft was 5000, and that 
they have Incriafed it to 7000, by reinforcements 
from New-York and Stitcn-ifiand : They were 
commanded by Gen c*ls Knyphaufen, and Try* 
on, Mr. Robertfon, the titular governor of New- 
Yerk, We cannot afcertaln the /oft on either 
fide, as both have confined thcmfclves to fkir- 
mifhirtg } but are informed that the Britifh Ge- 
neral Stirling ia vsry badly, if not mortally, 
wounded } and Lft Fildriy evening we were in 
pallitflion of about 40 prlfanera and a number of 
deferters ; among the latter are faid to be 6 Kef* 
fian light-horfc, well mounted and completely 
equipped. 

It is fuppofed the enemy’s intentions were to 
defiroy Mortifiown,and fpread defo’ution through 
that part of the country ; but a kind Providence, 
and the vigourous exertion* of our brave men, 
have prevented it.

J&ighlhly, When two or more ofthefc current* 
rater, they bring the exhalsd particle* together. 

Ninthly, Hence it is that the exhalations are 
made to appear in various form* fuck a* pillar* 
of cloud*, mifti, fogs, vapours, 5 tc. 

Thefe thioj»s being ptemifed, I proceed to the 
third thing piopoftd, 

III. To fhew the caufe of the Uts uncommon 
phxRomenon, which will appear by the following, 
viz, The heat eftbe fun caufeth on afeentionof 
numerou* panicles which confiil oi diffVrent qua- 
lities, fcuh as aqueous, fulphuroue, bituminous, 
fiilinous, nitrous, fiec. hence the water* of the 
fen, rivers, pond*, &c>. — .The fumes of burn- 
ing vulcanoi, eaufed by fubteruneoui veins of 
liquid fi «— Ail the ether kinds of fmokt— fat, 
combuftsblei, oily mattsr from various kind* of 
earth, the juice of trees, plants 5 r harbi-^-Salin* 
ous and nitrous particles frem fait and fuow 
waters, are exhaled into the regions of the 
■ir, where their pofitions a^e fubjift to varicut 
mutation* or changes by reafon of the motion and 
comprelfion of the air, zrhlch caufeth them to be 
fometimes rarefied and fornsrciooet condanfed, It 
was undoubtedly 1 raft colle&ion of filch particles 
that caufcd the late uncommon darknefi, which 
particles after being exhaled, wore driven toje- 
thcr by certain winds from oppofite points of the 
^compafs, and condenfid to fuch a degree by the 
weight of the earth’s atmufphtre, that they ob- 
firudktd the appearance of the refulgent beam* of 
the fun by day, and thu li ver rays of th* moon 
by night. 

The above Iefteem to be the genuine fecond* 
ary caufe of our late admirable phanomeijon, / 
The primary caufe muft be imputed to hint that 
walketh through the circuit of Heaven— who 
(hatch et li out the heavens like a curtaia-r-A/ho 
maketh the clouds hi* chariot, and wA'.ktth up-

dtfirudlien that may overwhelm tin land like a 
delug?, unlefs t fpsedy repentance end reform?* 
tion fhou'd immediately tak»j p'see.
